VIENNA (AP) -' Communist 


Hungary has executed two leaders 
of the Soviet-crushed Hungarian 
revolt in October and November 
1956, former Premier Imre Nagy 
and Defense Minister Pal Male- 
ter. 


The executions of Nagy, Male- 


ter and two lesser figures in the 
popular uprising against Commu- 
nist rule plus prison sentences for 
five others were announced today. 


Moscow broke the word first in 


what looked to Vienna observers 
like the start of a-new Kremlin 
purge of Titoists in the satellites 
seeking some independence from 
Moscow's . domination. 
Foreign 


diplomats in Belgrade viewed the 
execution of Nagy as a direct 
Kremlin slap at the Yugoslav 
President. 


Refuged 'Full Confessions' 


Budapest radio said Nagy and 


Maleter refused to make full con- 
fessions to the people's court 
bench of the Supreme Court, 
which tried them secretly in Buda 
pest. The dates of the trial and of 
the executions were not made 
public. 


All nine were charged with "or- 


ganization of a plot aimed at 
overthrowing" the Hungarian gov- 
crnment. Nagy also was convicted 
of-"betraying the .motherland" 
and Maleter of "organizing a mili- 
tary uprising." 


Budapest 
radio' said 
Nagy, 


Maleter and Joszef Szilagyi do 
nied the charges "but later under 
the weight of'incriminating evi- 
dence they made partial confes- 
sions." Szilagyi and Miklos Gimes 
were C o m m u n i s t journalists 
executed with Nagy and Maleter. 


The most prominent of the five 


men sentenced to prison was Zol 
tan Tildy, Hungary's first post- 
war president, who was given 5 to 
12 years. 


Others imprisoned were Col. 


Sandor Kopacsy, an aide to Male- 
ter in the uprising: Ferenc Do- 
nath. a supporter of Nagy during 
the revolt: Ferenc Janosi, a son- 
in-law of Nagy: and Miklos Vas- 
arhelyi, a former editor of the 
Communist party paper Szabad 
Nep. 


Kopacsy was given life im- 


prisonment, the others 5-12 years. 


Nagy had been a Hungarian 


Communist since he was 21. He 
worked his way up through party 
rank's with the help of training in 
the Soviet Union. He was a vice 
premier under tough, Stalinist 
Premier Matyas Rakosi. 


Premier Two Year* 


After Stalin died in 1953 and 


Georgi Malcnkov introduced a 
new look in Moscow. Rakosi re- 
signed and Nagy was premier for 
two years. He followed the Malen- 
kov line-of trying to make life 
easier for the masses. But when 
Nikita Khrushchev dumped Mai 
enkov in 1955, Nagy and his soft 
line soon were replaced by an- 
other tough Hungarian regime. 


This tough regime fathered the 


revolt on Oct. 23. 1956. The people 
remembered Nagy as a friend 
and he became premier again.

Air Force Moves Ahead On Space Ship 


WASHINGTON-(NEA) -With- 


in the coming month, U.S. Air 
Force is expected to announce 
selection of contractors to build 
the "Dynosoar." which may be 
America's first manned space 
vehicle. There is no indication 
yet, when it might be ready for 
flight. 


The name "Dynosoar," which 


sounds like a bad scientific pun, 
comes from a contraction of "dy- 
namic soaring." 


The "Dynosoar" was described 


to congressional committees by 
Lt. Gen. Donald L. Putt, Air 
Force deputy chief of staff for 
development as a manned or- 
biting vehicle, a glide bomber, a 
successor to the strategic power 
bombers like the B-47 and B-52 
now in service. It would have 
a complete weapons system. 


By changing the boost of the 


glide bomber on its launching, it 
could be made to go around the 
world one or more times. It 
would then return to its launch- 
ing site undamaged, and capable 
of being used on later missions.

les will be so complicated that 
they cannot possibly be expected 
to operate automatically on flights 
lasting days, weeks or even 
months.

IN MEASURABLE years since 


we first started turning telescopes 
on our moon, mysterious and be-' 
wildering, changes _ have. taken 
place.. I say "taken place" in- 
stead of "occurred" 
because 


many.of these changes-seem to 
be planned changes. They have 
definition, steady' growth • and 
arrival at completion. This would 
seem to imply that life of some 
sort already is on the long be- 
lieved to be airless, lifeless moon. 


Item: There is a large crater 


•called Piccolomini. Four years 
ago, after centuries of being ex- 
actly what it seemed to be, it 
blossomed with a long, straight 
.line across it. the line was.lumi- 
nous. .A road? It was too straight 
to be a sudden crack or fault. A 
crack or fault would show shad- : 
cw, not luminescence. 


ITEM: Six years ago our ob- 


servers discovered, across 
a 


theretofore 
rugged but empty 


space, a new structure. It look- 
ed for all the world (or all the 
moon, if you prefer) like a long, 
long bridge. It has even been 
measured.- It is 12 miles long and, 
in places, high above the surface 
of the moon. •

They sometimes are 
laid out in geometric patterns. 


Item: Although the moon is 


generally credited with being to- 
tally without atmosphere of any 
kind, clouds or what look and be- 
h?ve like clouds, occasionally 
form on the moon'. Notably, clouds 
form over the exact area in 
which the crater Linne once ex- 
isted. As-though cloaking it. 


Some craters are very wide — 


as much as 50 or more miles in 
diameter—yet they change shape 
and occasionally change height. 
Since, if there is no atmosphere, 
storm conditions could not bring 
about these massive changes, the 
reason for them is baffling and 
tormenting to observers here on 
earth. , 


ITEM: Trained observers, lack- 


ing any cogent explanation for 
these changes and the lights and 
what seem to be new roads, ar- 
rive at the reluctant, seldom ex- 
pressed conclusion that possibly 
some .life — some living organ- 
isms or creatures of some kind- 
has beaten earth dwellers to the 
moon. They will not, in the years 
ahead when, finally, we jump the 
240,000 miles to the moon, be 
amazed if our crews report back 
that the moon is crawling with 
life.

Five men crashed out of Lorlon the 


other day. but they didn't use a key. They 
used a blowtorch to cut through steel bar- 
riers. Four of the five had been recaptured 
as this was written. 
But they weren't 


returned to the job in time to assist in 
making a key for our latest distinguished 
guest, British Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millan. 


I HAVE NO FUND of historical knowl- 


edge, having never read more than one 
book of President Eisenhower's, but I was 
reasonably sure the practice of conferring 
keys to cities did not originate in the 
District of Columbia calaboose. So I called 
the fountainhead of all knowledge here- 
abouts, the Library of Congress, and asked 
how it started. 


I was assured research would begin at 


once. After less than twenty minutes, a 
learned voice called me back and recited 
as follows: 


"In medieval times, cities were walled, 


and the gates were locked from sundown 
to sunup. When a city was taken, the keys 
were turned over to the victors. 


"In time this rile became a token of 


honor and estecn. It expressed complete 
confidence in the recipient. 
Figuratively 


speaking, the city is surrendered to the 
eminent person who honors it with his 
visit." 


OUR CAPITAL CITY is not walled, even 


if people who try to get in to see Sherman 
Adams sometimes imagine so. On the other 
hand, we are accustomed to surrendering 
much lo visiting heads of state. There is 
a dissident group in Congress which holds 
that we often surrender too much, but even 
the most violent opponents of foreign aid 
have yet to try (o hang guilt on th< 
imprisoned key-makers. 


In any event we are still holding on to 


some of our keys. We haven't as yet con- 
ferred the keys to Fort Knox. or given away 
Key West. Of course, if General dc Gaulle 
comes here as the French head of state wo 
will all be on the "key vivc." 


Philippine President Garcia won't need 


a key to unlock our affections, because his 
country holds a unique place in our esteem. 
It has done us the honor of patterning its 
government exactly after ours, has been our 
ally .in two wars, and is utterly committed 
to our support. Moreover — and this we 
sometimes forgct-il is the third largest 
English-speaking nation in the world. 


The warmth of our welcoming Message 


to Garcia could prove the key that will open 
uncommitted countries.
